The National Industrial Conference Board finds that the 
farming industry buys six billion dollars worth of goods and 
services of other industries annually. 
It supplies materials for industries employing nearly half of 
the industrial workers. 
Supplies about one-fifth of the total railroad freight and half 
of the total value of allNexports. 
Farmers pay in taxes one-fifth of the total cost of govern­ 
ment in the United States. 
Farms represent one-fifth of the total national wealth, and 
contribute one-sixth of the total national income. 
In 1921, their value amounted to $65,000,000,000, against 
$44,000,000,000 invested in manufacturing industries. 
The great dependence of industries on the basic materials.way of doiiu 
furnished by agriculture, demands the maintenance of an ade­ 
quate and well balanced agricultural production, lest the n a tio n 
become dependent on foreign countries for such materials n e c e s­ 
sary to industry and economic life. 
Farmers, therefore, are vi­ 
tally interested in a fair tariff, free from any political juggling.

Charges of gross mismanagement 
of the organization anil of attempts 
to ruin the league, were back of the 
organized move to depose the man 
who has been at the helm of the 
league while it. has grown from an 
organization with IOO members four 
years ago to one of 200,000 members 
at present. 
A heated argument came up over 
Dilg’s travelling 
expense account. 
The Dilg supporters maintained that 
the president’s large expense account 
was made necessary because of num­ 
erous trips to Washington in the In­ 
terest of legislation backed by the 
league. 
Dilg called the convention to order, 
while one delegate was 
clamoring 
for the floor with a motion to elect 
a temporary chairman. 
Dilg ruled 
the motion out of order. 
Immediately after the Invocation 
was finished cries of “You can’t he a 
czar,” “ Do you think you’re a king?” 
broke loose in the hall. 
The body immediately took mat­ 
ters into its own hands and amend­ 
ed the by-laws so that it was pos­ 
sible to appoint Dr. Henry Baldwin 
Ward, professor of zoology at the 
University of Illinois, as temporary 
vice president. 
Clark Venable, Chicago, was later 
voted permanent chairman of 
the 
convention. 
Dilg, in his closing address before 
the convention a few minutes later, 
urged tho body to continuo its fight 
against the interstate shipment 
of

with the election of officers.

is a candidate for re-election, hut his 
defeat in the first session is regarded 
as almost a death blow for him.
